TOPOGRAPHY  OF  THE  DISTRICT* 


The  general  contour  of  the  District  is  a  slope  from 
the  high  land  on  the  west  to  the  more  gentle  undulations 
on  the  east  ranges  from  about  1200  feet  u.D.  to  200  feet 
O.D.  The-  western  portion  is  divided  into  two,  the 
northern  and  southern  portions  by  a  deep  ravine,  the 
valley  of  the  River  Swale  and  conf  ining  the  Borough  of 
Richmond,  prior  to  debouching  on  the  more  level  .re a  of 
the  east.

WATER  SUPPLY

Two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  bacteriological  examination*  Extracts  from 
the  Analyst'?  report  are  appended  hereunder

Skeeby,  10.10  a.m.  1st  May,  1948. 

The  supply  represented  by  this  sample  is  polluted 
by  sewage  or  ocher  foul  drainage,  and  it  is  not  of  good 
and  whcOesomc  quality  for  human  consumption." 

"Sample  marked:-  ’Tap  at  Aldbrough,  12,45  p.m.  4th  May, 
1940. ’ 

Although  there  is  no  definite  evidence  that  the 
supply  represented  by  this  sample  is  polluted  by  sewage, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  some  surface  contamination  is  tak¬ 
ing  place,  judging  by  the  fact  that  the  counts  on  Agar  at 
both  temperatures  are  high  and  that  tho  probable  number 
of  ooliform  organisms  per  100  ml. 'of  samples  is  not  of  the 
order  of  35. 

She  defect  may  be  duo  to  seme  quite  fortuitous 
circumstances  and  if  it  can  be  remedied,  the  supply  should 
be  of  satisf  ctory  quality  for  human  consumption." 

Action  taken  in  respect  of  the  above. 

Skeeby :  fouling  of  the  well  was  found  to  be  due  to  drain-* 
age  encoring  the  well  from  the  top.  It  was  agreed  by  the 
Council  that  the  drainage  system  be  overhauled  and  a  sewer 
laid  to  drain  5  properties,  in  order  to  obviate  this 
defect. 

Aldbrough<  flooding  of  the  beck,  which  backed  up  to  tho 
Spring  supplying  the  Reservoir,  was  the  cause  of  this 
defect.  Sealing  off  the  overflow,  prevented  the  access  of 
surface  water. 

Dalton  Water  Supply  The  Dalton  water  supply  is  unsatis¬ 
factory  in  quality,  as  disclosed  by  Analysis  made  in  194G. 
The  defect  appears  to  arise  from  the  access  of  surface 
water  connected  with  some  stream,  as  indicated  by  the 
presenoc  of  diatomas  characteristio  of  water  of  this  kind. 
Pending  the  defects  being  rectified,  users  have  been 
advised  to  boil  all  water  intended  for  human  consumption. 

Water  Shortage. 

Caldwell.  Shortage  of  water,  obtained  bv  Ram.  occurs 
Tr  equent ly  at  Caldwell  owing  to  inadequate  supply  at  the 
springs  and  increased  consumption  by  dairymen.  The  in¬ 
tended  scheme  for  the  North  Regional  part  of  the  District 
will  overcome  this  shortage. 
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Molsonby.  Shortage  of  water  is  experienced  at  Melsonby 
during  draught  periods.  Shis  will  also  be  obviated  by 
tho  proposed  North  Regional  Scheme.

During  the  year  19  premises  were  registered  under 
the  food  and  Drugs  Act  1938  and  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 
to  carry  on  the  trade  of  Wholesale  Trader  and/or  Producer  cf 
Milk,  The  total  number  cf  registered  Cowkecpers  in  the 
District  at  the  end  of  1943,  was  213*  Inspections  were 
made  in  the  case  of  each  application  for  new  registration, 
and  recommendations  made  in  order  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  for  the  production  of  milk,  forty-one  inspections 
of  Cowsheds  were  made  during  the  year,  and  generally  speaking 
production  methods  were  found  to  be  fair  to  good. 


No  milk  samples  were  taken  duii  ng  the  year  for 

analysis.
